Tons of them line the 
banks of Tule river, fouling the water 
and filling the air with au almost un­ 
bearable odor. The large fish vary in 
weight from ten to fiiteen pounds. The 
waters are full of fish of all sizes from 
u minnow to a flounder. Asthelands 
along our streams need no artificial 
means to enhance their productive­ 
ness, there seems to be n*> way of util­ 
izing tlie dead fish asa fertilizer. With 
inch feed as abounds in the mountain 
streams and shoals of the lake, it is no 
wonder that ducks, geese and other 
winged game abounds in such vast 
flocks as to cloud (he sky when they 
rise from the water. 
Buzzards and 
crows in greafi numbers feast on the 
dead fish, and gorge themselves to an 
extent that they seem careless of the 
shooting around them.

The Leaf of Life 


There’s a certain curious member 
of the plaut family, very common in 
Jamaica, I’m informed,called the life 
plant, or leaf of life, because it is al­ 
most impossible to kill the leaves. 
You may cut one off, and hang it up 
by a thread, where any ordinary leaf 
would be discouraged and dry up. It 
will send out long, white, threadlike 
roots, and set about growing new 
leaves. You may cut off half a leaf 
and throw it into a tight box where 
it can get neither light nor moisture 
(necessaries of life toother plants); 
the spirited little leaf puts out its del­ 
icate roots all the same. Even press­ 
ed, and packed away in a botanist’s 
herbarium—the very dryést and dull­ 
est place you ever did see—it will 
keep up its work, throw out roots and 
new leaves, and actually grow out of 
its covers. I’m told that botanists 
who want to dry this pertinacious 
vegetable are obliged to kill it with a 
hot iron or with boiling water.— 
tit.

NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


8. F. H ill, a W estern U nion Telegraph ope­ 
rator a t Silver City, N evada, com m itted sui­ 
cide yesterday m orning by poison. 
A son of Thos. R oach, a m erchant ot Peta­ 
lum a, was drow ned In P etalu m a creek yes­ 
terday. T he body was recovered, but all ef­ 
forts to restore life proved unsuccessful. 
T he World estim ates the strength at St. 
Louis as follows: Tilden, 291; H endricks, 170; 
B ayard,23; A lle n ,+4; P ark er^; unknow n,19. 
The Timet' St. Louis correspondent in ti­ 
m ates th a t Tilden is out of the race, and 
th in k s th a t Paine, of Ohio, is the m ost avail­ 
able candidate. 
The Time’s W ashington .dispatch says th at 
Judge P ierreponthas been subpcenaed by the 
Judiciary Com m ittee to appear on Tuesday 
to testify in regard to the M ulligan letters. 
The Herald’s W ashington dispatch says that 
a report Is current there th a t Judge Davis re­ 
fuses to be a candidate before the St. Louis 
C onvention, and th at H endricks will not be 
anybody’s Vice-President. 
The Illinois delegates at large are, it is be­ 
lieved, generally Tilden m en. Of the other 
delegates, eighteen are said to be for Tilden, 
tw elve for Davis, si* for H endricks and two 
undecided. 
The Records of the San Francisco H ealth 
Office show th at the city is at present excep­ 
tionally unhealthy. The deaths last week 
num bered 120, of w hich 71 were those of 
children under five years of age. This week, 
up to Thursday night, the m ortality has been 
122, of which num bsr 56 were under five year* 
ofage, w ith a prospect of reaching a m uch 
higher figure th an last week. E ight cases of 
sm all pox mnde their appearance on W ed­ 
nesday and Thursday. 
The London Daily Neivs publishes a letter 
from Constantinople, dated the 15th, giving 
th e details of atrocities com m itted in Bulgaria 
during the insurrection and which is still 
continuing w ith unabated fury. The writer 
says all moveable property has been plun­ 
dered, houses and villages burned, and old 
and young m en, women and children, indis­ 
crim inately slaughtered. 


T h e r e is a prospect of some trouble 
at aud around Indian Wells. Since 
the passage of the act giving the Rail­ 
road Company the alternate sections 
the Government has established an 
Indian reservation at the Wells, and 
there are quite a number of Indians 
collected there. Many of these Indians 
have been in the employ of the Rail­ 
road Company for some time,and have 
proved themselves good workers, lay­ 
ing track with the thermometer mark­ 
ing a degree of heat which no white 
laborer could stand. Since the loca­ 
tion of the Indian Wells station a 
number of persons have gone there 
and built huts on the land reserved 
for the Indians. The greater portion 
of these structures are occupied as 
places to sell whisky. The Railroad 
Company permits nothing of the kind 
on its land. It seems to be a case de­ 
manding the immediate attention of 
the Indian Bureau. 


To Whom the Credit is Due. 


In an article on the Chinese ques­ 
tion, the Express, of Thursday even­ 
ing, credits Hon. P. A. R o a c h with 
being the original mover on the Pa­ 
cific coast against Chinese immigra­ 
tion. This is not correct with regard 
to the first appearance of the question 
in politics. 
In 1852, Mr. R o a c h op­ 
posed a bill to legalize Coolie con­ 
tracts. 
But it was not until some 
years after that parties took sides on 
the issue. The Republican party, un­ 
der the leadership of G e o r o e C. G o r ­ 
h a m , favored Chinese immigration, 
and rallied under the battle cry of 
“The Fatherhood of God aud the 
Brotherhood of Man.” 
The Demo­ 
crats have always opposed the com­ 
ing of the Chinese*among us, and to 
a distinguished resident of Los An­ 
geles is due the credit of placing the 
party on record on this question. 
At 
the Democratic Convention of 1869, 
General J o h n R. M c C o n n e l l , chair­ 
man of the Committee on Resolutions, 
moved that a committee be appointed 
to draft an address to the people of 
the United States on Chinese Im m i­ 
gration. The motion prevailed and a 
committee was appointed composed of 
General J » h n R. M c C o n n e l l , Judge 
J. H. B u d d , of Stockton, Judge J a m e s 
H . H a r d y , T u l l y R. W i s e , D a n i e l 
G e l w i c k s and Judge]RYLAND, of San 
Jose, who adopted the address written 
by General M c C o n n e l l . 
The ad­ 
dress was published, and copies of it 
are no doubt still in existence. Gen­ 
eral M c C o n n e l l also drafted the 
plank against Chinese immigration 
which was incorporated in the Demo­ 
cratic platform 
of the year above 
named. 
These are the facts, and we 
give them in order to show that the 
Democratic party has always opposed 
the coming of the Chinese among us, 
and to place the credit for the first 
individual political effort where it 
properly belongs.

Tied hand

Let it go on. Pup­ 
pies bay themselves hoarse at the 
moon, yet Luna continues her course.

At a meeting held in this city on 
the 27th of December, 1875, for the 
purpose of devising means for extend­ 
ing the Los Angeles & Independence 
road into the interior, at which one of 
the editors of the Express was a 
speaker, and the whole proceedings of 
which that paper endorsed, one of 
the orators, after asserting that he 
spoke by authority, said:

your projects. H e gives you the preference,

The objective point, of the meeting 
at which this threatening language 
was used was to induce the people of 
Los Angeles to vote a subsidy of $400,­ 
090 to Mr. J o n e s ’ road, and we sub­ 
mit that the words above quoted con­ 
tain a'direct threat that if we do not 
come down with the demanded sub­ 
sidy the “ price” will be accepted 
from the Southern Pacific. 
Now we 
respectfully ask what assurance have 
the people of this and San Bernardino 
counties that this “ price” will ,not be 
accepted after the $400,000 from our 
and the $300,000 from the others have 
been voted? If a perfectly satisfactory 
guarantee can be given that the road 
will be built and that it and its bonds 
will not be turned over to the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company, and the 
majority of the taxpayers express a 
willingness to impose this heavy debt 
upon themselves, we shall not offer a 
word in opposition, but until these 
important conditions are arranged, the 
H e r a l d stands the uncompromisiug 
opponent of subsidy to the .Santa 
Monica or any other railroad.

The partic­ 
ulars are as follows: The headings of 
number 3 aud 4 tunnels are about 20 
feet apart, both working in the same 
direction. The foreman of each head­ 
ing have strict orders not to shoot un­ 
til they notify each other, this is done 
so as to avoid any or all accideuts. 
Last evening the foreman of No. 4 
heading sent an order to Conway, the 
deceased foreman of No. 3 heading, 
letting him know’ that he would dis­ 
charge a blast at No. 4. At half past 
four o’clock Couway read the order In 
presence of the white man who was 
wounded; after readingthe order they 
both took powder and went into head­ 
ing No. 3, aud commeuced loading a 
blast contrary to the orders of the 
rules and regulations. 
At twenty 
minutes past four the foreman of No. 
4 discharged his blast, aud whether 
Conw’ay was killed from the effects of 
No. 4 blast or of his own no one can 
tell, as both blasts went off together. 
The coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
that Conway came to his death by 
the explosion of a blast by his own 
carelessness and negligence.

The Chinese Question. 


The following opinion was rendered 
iu the Supreme Court of the United 
States, at Washington (I). C), on the 
13th iust. 
No. 478—Cby Lung, plaintiff in er­ 
ror, vs. J. H. Freeman, R. K. Piotro- 
wski, Commissioner of Im m igration, 
W illiam McKibhen, Sherift'oftheeily 
aud county of Ban Francisco: 
In er­ 
ror to the Supreme Court of California 
The statute of California, which is tin- 
subject of consideration in this case 
does not require a bond for every pas­ 
senger or commutation money, as the 
statutes of New York aud Louisiana 
do, but only for certain enumerated 
classes, among which are “ lewd and 
debauched women.” 
But the features 
of the statute are such as to show very 
clearly th a t the purpose is to extort 
money from a large class of passengers 
or to prevent their immigration to 
California altogether. The statute al­ 
so operates directly on the passenger, 
for, unless the master or owner of the 
vessel gives an onerous bond for the 
future protection of the State against 
the support of the passenger, or pays 
such sum as the Commissioner of Im ­ 
migration chooses to exact, he is not 
permitted to land from the vessel. 
The powers which the Commissioner 
is authorized to exercise under this 
statute are such as to bring the United 
States into conflict with foreign na­ 
tions, and which can only belong 
to the Federal Government. 
If the 
right of the States lo pass statutes to 
protect ihem8elves in regard to the 
criminal, the pauper and the diseasea 
foreigner lauding within their borders 
exists at all it is limited to such laws 
as are absolutely necessary for that 
purpose, aud this mere police regula­ 
tion cannot extend so far as to prevent 
or obstruct other classes of persons 
from the right to hold personal and 
commercial intercourse with the peo­ 
ple of the United States. The statute 
of California in this respect extends 
far beyond the necessity in which the 
right is founded, if it existB at all, and 
iu vades the right of Congress to regu­ 
late commerce with foreign nations, 
and is, therefore, void. 
Rejected. 
Mr. Justice M iller delivered 
the 
opinion.
